Washington —C/P)—• The Republi- 


can controversy wheth'er the party 
should repudiate "men like Senator 
Norris" flamed anew today. 


After talking about the situation 


to President 
Hoover, 
Chairman 


Wood of the Republican congression- 
al campaign committee denounced 
the independent Norris as "a. con- 
summate demagog." He announced 
Intention to back to the limit the 
stand taken against Norris by Rob- 
ert H. Lucas, executive director of 
the Republican national committee. 


Wood is the first of the adminis- 


tration regulars in congress to speak 


. out. 
The. issue now seems placed 


; before President Hoover, but he has 
said nothing. 


Meanwhile, the Republican inde- 


pendent group in the senate -was 
preparing for a serious dispute. Sen- 
ator Norris himself issued a state- 
ment last nighc denouncing Lucas, 
and today Senator Brookhart, Re 
pubican independent of Iowa, issued 
a statement saying Secretary Mel- 
lon -"has no right to set up a Re- 
publican committee with money to 
override any Republican senator 
who listens to the voice of the peo- 
peopie. 


"Robert H. Lucas says there is a 


cancer .In the Republican party and 
that" 't must be ciit "out. He is right- 
But he- does ;not< recognize the can- 
cerous part. The personal head of 
this "cancerous growth is Andrew W. 
Mellon.Flays G. OUP. Director 


"Robert H. Lucas Is only a little 


malignant wan. under the toe nail 
of this big personality." 


The senate campaigns funds com- 


mittee, which discovered Lucas had 
financed some anti-Norris campaign- 
ing in Nebraska, yesterday 
found 


Lucas had used funds of the Repub- 
lican national committee in securing 
the loans he made from a bank here 
to pay for the anti-Norris propa- 
ganda- 


Stunned by the furor of the sud- 


den controversy, the senate Repub- 
lican leadership is watching silently. 
The senate Republicans insist the 
issue of Norn?' rights to party 
recognition Is not up to them and 
they are watching the attitude of 
the president and the national com- 
mittee toward Lucas. 0?he Kentuck- 
ian still has his job, and, therefore, 
apparently the support of the party. 


On reaching the capitol, 
Repre- 


sentative Wood—who also heads the 
appropriations committee—said he 
had told President Hoover "it was 
the duty of every Republican to 
stand behind Mr. Lucas. Although 
we all might not agree with the way 
Mr. Lucas did things, I am sure ev- 
ery real Republican agrees with bis 
idea, 


•**It is time for the Republicans to 


speak out in meeting and rid them- 
selves of people like Norris," Wood 
added, "He is nothing but a wolf 
in sheep's clothing Why I would a 
lot rather have to deal with a Demo- 
crat, or have a Democrat in the 
senate, than, a psuedo-Republicaii 
like the Nebraskan."

in Smyrna is St. Nick honored on 
Dec, 25. To hundreds of thousands of 
Moslems that day brmga no more 
hope and no more joy than any oti.- 
er.

Just outside Smyrna, in the be- 


draggled little 
village of Dembre, 


are the ruins of St. Nicholas' church. 
There, rob, are the ruins of the 
saint's marble tomb where he was 
buried in 352 A. D. 
Thousands of 


Christmas made pilgrimages to tkej 


tomb until Italian merchants, 700 
years after St. Nicholas' death, car- 
ried his body away to Italy. 


To the Moslem peasants, the name 


of St. Nicholas means nothing, but 
they are sure the tomb was that of 
a holy person. They still tie bits of 
rag on the fallen stones in the hope • 
of fulfillment of their hearts' wishes. ' 


When this little village of Dembre, 


now crumbling and ill-kept, was the 
great Myra of antiquity, St. Paul 
visited it. Beyond the village, carved 
in stone, are the tombs of early 
Christians. Turkish goats scamper 
through the falling ruins now. 


To the few Americans and other 


Christian families living in this cor- 
ner of Asia Minor, Christmas brings 
to life many legends of Santa Claus.

LAWS OF HEREDITY 


Peculiar Species Is Devel- 


oped in Experiments by Dr. 
Bridges

Pasadena, Calif. — W3— An aston- 


ishing kind of yeast fly which is 
ordinary female on its left side and 
a new and different sort of female 
on its right has been developed at 
the California Institute of Technol- 
ogy. 


This type of fly adds to previous 


knowledge of the " laws governing 
heredity and growth. 


It was obtained through breeding 


methods devised by Dr. Calvin B. 
Bridges of the Carnegie Institution 
of Washington while working 
in 


the .laboratory here.. -' ..' 


In a specimen of this fly, the. two 


sides differ markedly in appearance. 


The fly's left wir.g, by curling up- 


ward at its tip, appears 
scarcely 


more than hah: the length of the 
right . wing, which is actually the 
shorter and narrower. ' 


The left wing is lighter in color. 


The left eye is darker than the right 
There are other sharp differences in 
bristles and hairs.- ; .- . _ ;

These regional differences make 


the fly a "mosaic" and are the_"Visi- 
ble signs of the two kinds of. female-

The characteristics~on' the, left side 


are ordinary female because tliey. are- 
inherited in the ordinary manner 
from both father and mother. 


But those on the right side are in- 


herited from the father only. Yet 
it can be proved that this side re- 
mains female. Hitherto all insects 
of this restricted, One-sided male in- 
heritance have been males. 


The inheritance on -both sides is 


transmitted by microscopical, sau- 
sage-shaped bodies called chromo; 
somes which are present in each cell. 


The cells of the normally female 


left side carry two ..sets ol" chromo- 
somes, one front 'each parent. " On 
the right side the . cells have only 
one set, which comes from "the 
father. 


The fact that the fly remains fe- 


male in the side containing only 
male-inherited chromosomes bears 
out a prediction made by Dr. Bridg-.

Country Believes Dictator Is 


"Abandoning "Young Men" 
Policy

Rome — (ft) — Mussolini's appoint- 


ment of Giovanni Battista Giuriati as 
secretary general of the Fascist par- 
ty, thus making him the most impor- 
tant man in Italy after the Duce 
himself, has given rise to belief that 
Mussolini is turning from his oft- 
vaunted "government'of young men" 
to a regime of more experienced 
statesmen. • 


Signer Giuriati, who- continues as 


president of the chamber of deputies, 
has reached the age of 54. His pre- 
decessor, Augusto Turati, was ap- 
pointed to the same position at the 
age of 37, and left it at 42. 


The appointment of Giuriati came 


as a surprise to everyone. Although 
many knew that Turati had been 
seeking for some time to resign, they 
believed his successor would be one 
of the two vice-secretaries-general of 
the party, Starace or Melchiore. No 
one though of Giuriati, entrenched as 
he was in the position of president' of 
the chamber, in which he seemed 
destined to remain to the end of his 
active life. 


He was too old, everyone believed. 


They remembered the Fascist idea of 
administration by the young and 
middle-aged. They pointed to Dino 
Grandi, foreign minister at 35 and to 
General Balboa, air minister at 33. 


Why was the appointment made? 


Opinion here says it was because of 
Mussolini's, growing, conservatism.

He was in-1912 director of the socialist 
newspaper "Avanti." But ever since 
he became head of the Italian gov- 
ernment he .has been edging toward 
conservative platforms.

said, had lessened the effect of the 
nation-wide depression, and repres- 
ented the full value /of every • con- 
tract obligation without diminution. 


"Of the total of $2,200,000,000 the 


sum of 51,325,000,000 will have been 
paid to living policy-holders as divi- 
dends, matured endowments, annu- 
ities, disability benefits and cash sur- 
render values," he said.

BUILD NEW POSTOFFICE 


OF STONE 


Appleton people generally are hope- 


ful that the committee representing 
the city and the chamber of commerce 
•will be successful in its effort to per- 
suade the treasury department to revise 
its plans for the new postoifice here 
to tmild the structure of stone instead 
of brick as presently specified. They 
are quite convinced too that because of 
the very slight difference between the 
cost of brick and stone and the appar- 
ent willingness of federal authorities 
to satisfy local communities wherever 
possible that little difficulty will be 
experienced in bringing about this 
highly desirable change. 


There is abundant evidence that the 


difference between the cost of brick 
and stone is so slight that no mate- 
rial changes in design will be necessary 
to keep the cost within the appropri- 


" ation made for the building here. In 


fact, it is quite possible that present 
^building costs, compared with the costs 
when the estimates were made, are 
low enough to build with stone with- 
out making any changes whatsoever, 
- There has been a growing tendency 
in Appletcn in the last few years to 
use stone exclusively for public and 
semi-public buildings. The chamber 
of commerce has compiled material 
which will illustrate this trend to the 
federal authorities and it is believed 
they will be willing to keep in step 
Hvith other builders in this community. 
'The treasury department has been able 
,to levise its plans for other localities, 


- jvvhere similar situations existed, and 


it is believed this can be done for Ap- 
pleton, especially in view of the fact 
that there is no material difference in 
cost. 


Government buildings, in a measure, 


set the pace for other buildings in a 
^.community. If they are of stone, oth- 
er builders are encouraged to use the 
same material, thereby setting a high 
standard of architectural beauty. On 
the other hand if the government 
builds of brick there is a tendency to 
cheapen the architecture of the entire 
city. The fact that the present post- 
office was built of stone no doubt was 
of considerable consequence in en- 
couraging the large number of stone 
buildings now in Appleton. 


The committee will go to Washing- 


ton "well fortified with the facts about 
the situation here. It not only will 
be able to state definitely the differ- 
ence in cost between stone and brick 
but it also will be able to tell the 
federal authorities that the people in 
Appleton-have expressed their prefer- 
ence for stone in the most tangible 
way possible—by using that material 
in the buildings they erect.

ARMY ENVY 


General Peyton C. March, former 


chief of staff, has followed up with 
more facts in the now open controversy 
concerning the relegation of General 
Leonard Wood to cantonment service 
in this couiury during me Tv'orlu war, 
and unwittingly perhaps, has exposed 
something of rigid army attitude in his 
detailed account of one of the bitterest 
official controversies in that struggle. 
General March is quick to set forth 
that the officer in the regular army is 
trained to keep his mouth shut "and 
play the game loyally for the best in- 
terests of the country no matter what 
political party may be in power." He 
then tells how General Wood traveled 
the country over making speeches in 
favor of preparedness and rather sadly 
he remarks that this general was about 
"the first of the army heads in our 
history who was capable of making a 
speech." Next comes comparison to 
the model general army officers like to 
emulate, Grant "who never did learn 
to speak readily and who generally 
read four or five lines from a slip of pa- 
per with great embarrassment." The 
tendency in an army officer to talk well 
or fluently is therefore a distinct lia- 
bility. 


This is the background for the un- 


usual request direct from General P'er- 
shing that Wood be recalled from 
France and kept at one of the canton- 
ments in this country, for it now ap- 
pears authentically that Wood 
was 


kept at home at Pershing's insistent 
request. Pershing in this communica- 
tion refers to Wood as "the same in- 
subordinate man he has always been" 
and speaks of many reasons why he 
should be recalled, practically all of 
them, aside from his alleged physical 
condition, petty and built upon the

Again, says Pershing: "He has posed 
as wanting to help by taking back 
word of our needs," perhaps not a, 
wise^suggestion because taken by the 
army as meaning that it was incap- 
able of making its own needs,known. 
Alsb. says General Pershing: "He has 
had his picture in The Paris Mail as 
America's greatest fighter, "indicating 
how jealousy arises from trivial things 
and how a great man, which Pershing 
certainly w.as, becomes enraged at an- 
other man, not for anything the oth- 
er has done but because still other peo- 
ple have printed something favorable 
about him. That is the personal end 
of it, but in fact Pershing looked up- 
on Wood as undesirable because a 
"meddling political general." Personal 
popularity in the army becomes almost 
an infallible sign of incompetency al- 
though that conclusion may uncon- 
sciously arise from the envy which the 
popularity creates. But what could the 
War department do? Having selected 
Pershing to head the American forces, 
it must either support him or withdraw 
him, and wisely, it chose the former. 


Criticism of General Pershing be- 


cause of this recertly published letter, 
proceeds upon the basis that a high 
ranking army officer is a paragon of 
virtue and efficiency and without the 
usual human frailties. The letter es- 
tablishes that Pershing was subject to 
the envies and jealousies that beset 
most people in authority. It may be 
too bad but is it not entirely human?

WHAT TO DO WITHOUT TO-DO 
4.—GIVE THE VICTIM A DRINK 


In romantic fiction the one who 


gets beaned or otherwise momentar- 
ily subdued is generally restored at 
the author's convenience by means 
of a drink of something from a flask 
Indeed it is only in imaginary stories 
that alcohol serves as a stimulant or 
restorative. 


When an j body faints, or collapses 


from heart failure, or suffers shock 
from an injury or a great fright, or 
falls unconsccious from some 
un- 


known cause, or is overcome by gas 
or smoke or heat or sheer physical 
exhaustion (as in a marathon, race), 
one of the first measures of relief 
the bystander instinctively thinks of 
is to give the victim a drink. 
' This is all very well if it is a drink 
of water. It is a mistake to offer the 
victim any alcoholic liquor. In al- 
most any instance of loss of con- 
sciousness or great depression, it is 
all right to give such real stimulants 
as coffee, tea, or aromatic spirits jf 
ammonia, except in apoplexy (stroke 
of paralysis) or sunstroke—in both 
of which conditions the victim is al- 
ready obviously flushed, 
breathing 


heavily, overstimulated. No special 
knowledge is necessary to tell the 
casual observer when a stimulant is 
advisable—it is advisable only when 
the victim is pale, prostrated or evi- 
dently weak, relaxed, flabby, with 
storface cold to_ your touch. That is 
the condition in ordinary faratins 
spells, shock from accident or fright, 
collapse from heait failure, or the 
effect of hemorrhage. 


Before jou attempt to give the vic- 


tim anything to drink, make sure he 
can drink. To do this, take tha re- 
ceptacle holding the drink in one 
hand, and place jour other hand un- 
der the pillow or under the head and 
lift the head just enough to tiring 
the partly filled cup or glass to the 
lips. Pour a spoonful or two, just a 
swallow, into the mouth, and see 
whether it is swallowed. If not, then 
it is unwise to try to give the drink. 
You may choke the victim, if you 
persist- 


Hot tea or coffee, when procurab1/-, 


makes the very best of real stimu- 
lants to give a victim of fainting, 
collapse or shock, if the victim can 
swallow. A cupful of strong hot tea 
or coffee, preferably with some sug- 
ar added, is excellent emergencj 
treatment. 
Bo sure it is not hot 


hot enough to bum—tiy a sip your- 
self to see. 


Plain cold water is atwajs a good 


emergency stimulant in such cases, 
when the victim can swallow. 


Aromatic spirits of ammonia, a half 


teaspoonful in an inch or two of 
cold water in cup or glass, is a quick 
general stimulant to give if the vic- 
tim of fainting, 
shock or 
sliddert 


prostration can swallow. When the 
victim is quite unconscious and un- 
able to swallow, the effect of the am- 
monia may he obtained thru inhal- 
ation, if the victim is breathing. 
Pour a few spoonfuls of the aromat- 
ic spirits of ammonia, or even a few 
drops of ordinary household -ammon- 
ia, on your palm or on a handker- 
chief and pass this repeatedly 
to 


and fro near the ro^e. Better take a 
whiff or two jourse1f to gauge the 
effect.

prostration or shock it is essential, 
except when gn ing a drink, to keep I 
the

The mental progress of the child 


and its muscular development pro- 
ceed normally at 
such a rate 


that the infant is able to hold- its 
head up at about the third month. 


About the same time he can be- 


gin to grasp objects but not to co- 
ordinate accurately. 
Thus, he will 


sometimes put in his eye that which 
he aims at his mouth. 


By the age of six months, he can 


reach for objects and begin to guess 
properly at 
distances. 
By "the 


seventh month, the normal infant 
can sit alone. It cannot sit steadily 
until the eighth or ninth month. 


The average infant tries to creep 


by the end of the ninth month and 
to walk by the end of the first year. 
A normal infant can recognize its 
mother around the third or fourth 
month and 
begin to understand 


words at the end of the 10th month. 
It will try to speak a few words at 
the end of the first year. 


There is, however, a great deal 


of difference among infants 
as to 


the time when they begin to speak 
and as to the time when they begin 
to put words together 
in orderx to 


make phrases in short 
sentences. 


Usually the infant can make a short 
sentence by the end of two years. 


If the nutrition of the child Is 


poor, it certainly will not progress 
as rapidly physically or mentally as 
one that is fed properly and that 
absorbs the food thr.t is given to it. 
Thus a child three years old that 
has not been properly fed and that 
suffers from rickets may be unable 
to talk.to 
walk, or even to sit 


alone. 


The average persons may believe 


that the child is defective mentally, 
whereas the only difficulty may be 
;he fact that it has not been proper- 
ly fed or that it has failed- to ab- 
sorb the food that is given to it.

AVOID DRY SKIN

CROWS FEET

Crow's feet, those fine lines etched 


at the corners of the eyes, need not 
necessarily mean age. Often they 
come as a result of neglect. To pre- 
vent them is the surest cure for 
them! 


However, when you first notice 


that there are faint lines running 
out from the corners of your eyes, 
redouble your efforts, if you already 
are taking care of your skin. 


Remember that dry skins wrinkle 


much more quickly than oily skins. 
Use plenty of nourishing cream and 
massage it in well. 


In addition to the circular massage 


that you should be giving your eyes 
for that creepy look under them, 
you should plan to add one more 
motion of your facial. This is to cor- 
rect crow's feet. 


£>ip your lingers into a rich nour 


ishing cream and massage the mus 
cles around your eyes. Then stretch 
out the skin at the sides of the eye 
by planting the thumb of one hanc 
determinedly on the cheek bone anc 
the fingers at the temple: When th 
skin is taut, take the fingers of the 
other hand and smooth out th 
crow's feet with a firm pressure 
working from the corners of the 
eyes up to the forehead. These usu 
ally are horizontal and should be 
smoothed up and down, not out to 
•wards the temple. 


Along with the care of crow's fee 


comes the smoothing out of those 
vertical lines so many women have 
today between their eyes. 


In the first place, make sure you 


do not need glasses, if you notio 
deep lines beginning to trace thei 
unpleasant imprint on your forehead 
Squinting from bad vision ehould bj 
corrected. 


If it is squinting from worry o 


an unpleasant frame of mind, it is 
a psychological thing and for beau 
ty's sake jou should correct it. Try 
to remember to keep a pleasant ex 
pression on your face. 


There are certain remedies whlcl 


help, however. First of all, use plen 
ty of rich nourishing cream on this 
portion of the face. Second, give i 
special 
massage. 
This consists in 


planting the thumbs of both hand: 
on the cheek bones, the first lingers 
on the top of the forehead and -\\itl 
the second fingers smoothing out 
the portion between the eyes, cross 
wise, trom one side to another.

courtplaster which you should leave 
on while sleeping. Try your best to 
think only erf pleasant things jusi 
before you drop off to sleep so that 
your expression will be pleasant 
Frowning in your sleep causes these 
quite as much as frowning or squint- 
ing when awake.

BECOME POPULAR 


DURING PAST YEAR 


Newer Organizations Injure 


Prestige of 
Investment 


Trusts 


BY CHARLES F. SPEARE

Wall Street, New York—(CPA)— 


Market conditions this year have 
encouraged the formation of numer- 
ous "fixed trusts" while injuring the 
prestige of the investment trusts of 
the. management type. It is estimat- 
ed that investors in the past 12 
months have purchased about $250,- 
000,000 worth of the shares 'of the 
former, bringing the total outstand- 
ing up to ?400,000,000. 


This figure is between 10 and 15 


per cent of the capital that went 
into investment trusts and trading 
corporations in the five or six year 
period prior to 1929, and the larger 
part of which was invested last year 
and in 192S. 


Owing to the shrinkage in their 


portfolios and to meet certain re- 
quirements of the laws of states 
under which they were chartered, 
quite a number of the management 
trusts have found it necessary in 
recent months to pass the dividends 
on their preferred stocks. In other 
cases, dividends have only been re- 
duced. The latter situation has 
grown to some extent out of the 
fact-that there were,jio trading pro- 
fits this year to add to ordinary In- 
come, thereby reducing the amount 
available for' dividends. 


Others More Fortunate 


The "fixed trusts" have been more 


fortunate in this respect. Their in- 
come is'' almost entirely from the 
dividends paid on the stocks in their 
portfolios. By careful selection of 
such stocks, they have been able to 
minimize the effects of poor corpora- 
tion earnings In the past 15 months. 
On only three stocks that appear in 
most of the" lists of diversified hold- 
ings of "fixed trusts"' have there 
been any 
changes. 
Payments on 


Montgomery Ward were entirely sus- 
pended'and the dividend on National 
Radiator was reduced. Chicago and 
Northwestern 
Railroad 
common 


stock, which was in quite a number 
of lists, cut its rate from 5 to 4 per 
cent. 


This 5s regarded as an exceptional 


record in a year during which over 
1,000 
different corporation dividends 


have been reduced or passed. It is 
not improbable, however, that other 
reductions affecting "fixed trusts" 
holdings in industrial public utility 
and railroad shares will take place 
during- 1931. 


"With their income so little chang- 


ed the "fixed trusts" are now pre- 
paring to pay shareholders dividends 
that fall due within a few weeks. 
The amount of these to be distribut- 
ed around Jan. 1 is estimated at 
$20,000,000. This includes capital ac- 
cumulations which are disbursed 
under the policy of paying to share- 
holders their proportion of stock 
dividends, "rights"' and "split-ups." 


Smaller In Size 


Numerically the 
"fixed trusts" 


rank in size very much below those 
of the older type of management 
trust. It is believed "that from 60 to 
75 per cent of the entire 340,000,000 
invsted In companies of this form 
is represented iay the shares of less 
than six nationally known "fixed 
trusts." One of these has sold m 
excess of $125,000,000 of its shares 
and others are approaching the $75,- 
000,000 and §100.000.000 marks. All 
of them have adopted the policy of 
broad advertising campaigns and in- 
tensive work on the part of their 
sales organizations. 


The field of the "fixed trust" has 


not, however, been one in which the 
rewards were always of liberal pro- 
portions. Certain trusts of this type 
that we:r.t exclusively into the field 
of aeroplane and oil stocks have had 
unsatisfactory 
results, 
owing not 


only to the depreciation in their in- 
vestments but to the large number 
of dividend reductions that have 
been compelled on account of poor 
earnings in these 
specialized in- 


dustries. Some of these trusts have 
already been liquidated. Others are 
likely to abandon operations next 
year.

ORGANIZED LABOR 


SHOWS POWER IN 


LAST ELECTION 


H e l p s Elect Candidates 


It Endorses and Defeats 
Others 


BY RODNEY BUTCHER 


Washington—Along with the Dem- 


ocrats and the wets, organized labor 
and the candidates it endorsed came 
out on top of the heap in the con- 
gressional elections. 


Senators and representatives whom 


the labor organizations considered in- 
imical to them were driven out in 
large numbers during the nominating 
primaries, while labor's friends were 
nominated and retained. The same 
tendency continued in the election. 


Among outstanding defeats of can- 


didates who had formal labor sup- 
port were those of Senator MeMas- 
ter in South Dakota, Senator Rob- 
sion in Kentucky and former Senator 
Gerry of Rhode Island. All had been 
supported on the strength- of their 
senatorial records, but the defeat of 
McMaster and Robsion appears to 
have been attributable to the Dem- 
ocratic landslide and labor 
leaders 


believe their successors are likely to 
prove as acceptable as the incum- 
bents. None had been among labor's 
foremost champions. On the other 
hand, labor spokesmen point to the 
election of nearly a score senatorial 
candidates who had labor support 
and to the retirement or primary or 
election defeat of as 
many who 


could be dependeflded upon to have 
little sympathy for legislation which 
labor supports. 


Labor supplied the extra pusli 


which has terminated the senatorial 
career of Henry J. Allen of Kansas. 
President Hoover's close friend and 
senatorial adviser, who will be suc- 
ceeded by a Democrat named George 
J. McGill. Allen fathered the famous 
Kansas Industrial Court, which labor 
hated and bitterly fought. Another 
of labor's pet hates was ex-Senator 
William M. Butler, who lost to Mar- 
cus A. Coolidge in Massachusetts". 


The American Federation of La- 


bor makes no general list of its en- 
dorsed candidates, leaving endorse- 
ments to state federations and lo- 
cals, but the executives of the 
21 


Standard 
Railway 
organizations 


unanimously called for the election 
of 19 senatorial 
candidates, 
nine 


Republicans and 10 Democrats. 


At the top of the list stood Sen- 


ator George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
who as chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee has been helpful 
and sympathetic 
to 
such 
labor- 


sponsored measures as the anti-in- 
junction legislation as well as to 
other progressive and humanitarian 
measures. Norris defeated his Dem- 
ocratic opponent, former 
Senator 


Hitchcock, by a large majority. 


The others who won out were 


Senator Sheppard in Texas, Senator 
Borah in Idaho, Edward P. Costigan 
in 
Colorado, Senator 
Couzens m 


Michigan, Secretary of Labor Davis 
in Pennsylvania, Governor Huey P. 
Long in Louisiana, Senator McNary 
in Oregon, Senator Walsh in Mon- 
tana, Senator Capper in 
Kansas, 


former Senator M. M. Neely in West 
Virginia, Congressman Cordell -Hull 
in Tennessee, former Congressman 
James J. Byrnes in South Carolina 
—who with labor support defeated 
Senator Blease in the 
primary; 


Senator Bratton in New Mexico, 
and 
Senator 
Harris of 
Georgia, 


whom labor aided in his p'rimary 
fight. 


The more important of the 
suc- 


cessful labor endorsees happen 
to 


be 
dry—Norris, Borah, 
Costigan, 


Walsh, Hull and Neely. 
In. fact, 


only three or four of the whole 19 
were wet. In no case, however, did 
the dry records of these candidates 
have anything to do with then- en- 
dorsements. 


In the next Congress labor will 


especially be looking to its friends— 
assuming that no important action 
is taken in the coming- short session 
of the present 
Congress—to lead

junction legislation

measures to combat unemployment. 
In the last session the only major 
achievement claimed by the A. 'F. 
of L. was the defeat of Judge John 
J. Parker's nomination to the su- 
preme court and the federation's 
executive council reported at

recent annual convention that the 
attitude of the 71st Congress . had 
been "antagonistic."

In some cases 
where the drainage from factories is 
not adequate, the patrons pay truck 
drivers to haul the byproducts away 
and dump them In swamps.

Beside the using of substitutes for 


lard in kitchens and the wasting o: 
the byproducts of the dairy on which 
hogs thrive, many farmers who have 
been raising hogs have supplied their 
animals with neither pasture in 
summer nor hay in winter. The hog 
lots instead of supplying nutritious 
pasture have produced tremendous 
crops of noxious weeds. No hog can 
make records on such treatment un 
less fed heavily with expensive 
grain. 


Blany Pasture Hogs 


Some farmers, however, who un 


derstand hog language and econom 
ical pork production not only gel 
their shares of whey and skunmllk 
at the factories but buy surpluses 
left In the tanks by other patrons of 
the factories. All through the sum 
mer they permit their hogs to fol 
low the cows in pasture, provide pas' 
ture In the hog lota or inclose fresh 
hog lots in the pasture fields. The 
pastures used by these farmers are 
alfalfa, sweet clover, red clover and 
rape. In winter they feed the hogs 
alfalfa, red clover or soybean hay 
and a few grind or cut the hay. 


Among the many farmers who 


have done well with rape pasture 
for hogs are Arnold Muenster, route 
1, Seymour, who last summer raised 
30 hogs on an acre of rape; August 
Otto, Appleton, route 1, who raised 
25 hogs last summer on three-fourths 
of an acre of rape; Mrs. James Fitz- 
gerald, Black Creek -who raised 19 
hogs on an acre of rape and who 
says that the acre would have sup- 
plied 19 more hogs with pasture 
! throughout ths summer.

One. District !Loses 


The only "Wisconsin congressional 


district which actually decreased in 
population in the last decade Is the 
one which is largest in area, the 
llth, Represented by Rep. Peavey. 
But the state as a whole did not 
grow as proportionately fast as the 
rest of the country, so it loses a 
congressman. 


The average 
population to be 


represented in the 73rd Congress by 
"Wisconsin 
congressmen will be 


$293,900. The only existing Wiscon- 
sin congressional district which have 
more than this average population 
are the two Milwaukee districts, the 
fourth and fifth, 
represented 
by 


Seps. John C. Schafer and William 
VI. Stafford and the first, represent- 
ed by Rep. Cooper. Rep. Cooper's 
district now has 16,000 more per- 
:ons than the average. 
The two 


Milwaukee congressmen represent 
719,000 people, whereas they should 
represent under the 
redistricting 


87,000. How some of these people 
n Milwaukee county are to be taken 
away from the existing congression- 
al districts will present a nice prob- 
em to the Legislature.
